Internationally 
As 


Brain Surgeon, Dies 


New’ Haven. Conn., Oct. 7 (ZP)— 
Death ended today the career of 
Dr. Harvey Williams Cushing, in­ 
ternationally famous brain sur­ 
geon. author and teacher. 
Tho 70-year-old professor emer­ 
itus of neurology at Yale univer­ 
sity, father-in-law of James Roose­ 
velt. son of the president, died 
in New Haven hospital of a heart 
ailment following a long illness. 
Hardly had his death become 
known before tributes were re­ 
ceived from throughout the na­ 
tion. 
Hospital 
authorities gave the 
cause of Dr. Cushing's death as 
coronary occlusion. 
Several mem­ 
bers of his family were at the bed­ 
side when lie died. 
Dr. Cushing augmented his sur­ 
gical pioneering by writing and in 
1926 
his 
“ Life of Sir William 
Osier” won him the Pulitzer prize. 
President Roosevelt will be un­ 
able to attend funeral services at 
2 p. in. Monday, in historic Center 
church on New Haven’s green, it 
was said at his Hyde Park home, 
because he must be in the capitol 
Monday night for a radio address.

at home— still might get part of 
the surrounding territory but the 
tenor of the Wilno report indicat­ 
ed the Soviet had no idea of tu rn ­ 
ing that city over to

Unofficial reports

ania would be asked to give Rus­ 
sia transit rights and possibly a 
port as a naval base. There were 
unconfirmed reports also that Li­ 
thuania’s frontier with Germany 
would be strengthened.

Congress May Act

zlement of church funds. 
Sentencing of the 51-year- 
old church dignitary came 
just two hours after Circuit 
Judge Herman Dehnke, sit­ 
ting as a one-man grand jury 
investigating shortage of dio­ 
cese funds estimated at more 
than $100,000, issued a war­ 
rant for the bishop’s arrest. 
Makes No Defense 
Armed with the warrant, court 
officers took 
Bishop 
Ablewhite 
into custody at his temporary res­ 
idence here. The bishop has been 
living in Marquette for the past 
two weeks since he came from his 
home on the campus of Kenyon 
college at Gambier, O., to testify 
before the grand jury. 
Bishop Ablewhite appeared be­ 
fore Judge Dehnke and through 
his counsel waived preliminary ex­ 
amination and reading of the bill 
of compaint. A plea of nolle con­ 
t e n d s was entered. 
Informing the bishop of the con­ 
sequences of his plea, Judge Dehn­ 
ke asked: 
“Have you anything to say as 
to why the sentence should not 
be passed at this tim e?” 
“I don’t think so, judge,” the 
bishop replied, weakly. 
Used Money Him self 
The court then sentenced him 
and specified confinement at the 
state branch prison at Marquette# 
Court attendants 
whisked

from the courtroom to the M a ? 
quette county jail to await remov­ 
al to the branch prison. 
The arrest w arrant charged spe­ 
cifically that the Rt. Rev. Able- 
white had embezzled $624 from 
the Pointe Aux Pine mission fund 
which was turned over

when the mission, on Bois Blanc 
island in the Straits of Mackinac, 
was transferred from the Episco­ 
pal diocese of Michian to the dio­ 
cese of northern Michigan. 
The court said the investigation

Judge Dehnke said the grand 
jury probe “included many other 
items of much larger sums in ad­ 
dition to the mission fund,” but

Addison Alguire Given 
New Duties In Econ­ 
omy Move 


Addison Al guiro of Gladstone, 
formerly in charge of the weight 
tax division of the state vehicle 
tax system will be in charge of 
both the weight tax and the gaso­ 
line tax investigation service for 
the Upper Peninsula under a new 
organisation to 
be 
effected im­ 
mediately 
as 
a state 
economy 
measure. 
Announcement of the reorganiz­ 
ation plan and of Mr. Algulre’s 
appointment was made in Escana­ 
ba last night by Harry F. Kelly, 
Michigan secretary of state, who 
arrived here late in the afternoon 
on a leg of his tour of the Upper 
Peninsula which started last Mon­ 
day at St. Ignace. 
The primary purpose 
of 
the 
tour, Mr. Kelly said in an inter­ 
view, was to get acquainted with 
the peninsula’s problems, particu­ 
larly with regard to 
the vehicle 
and coming relief law changes. 
Prevent* Overlapping 
As a result of the tour, he said, 
he has concluded that the state 
can save a great deal of money 
by consolidation of the work of 
the two former vehicle agencies 
into a single unit. 
Mr. 
Alguire 
will have charge 
in 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula of the gas tax collec­ 
tions and investigation formerly 
cared for by agents sent out from 
Lansing. 
It will require several days to 
reorganize the state system, Mr. 
Kelly said. The plan means that 
duties of the two divisions will 
not overlap as to 
territory 
and 
and should mean a considerable 
saving to the state. 
Harold Bradshaw, in charge of 
the state gasoline 
tax 
division, 
Mr. Alguire and 
Irvin 
Hassell, 
Menominee, motor vehicle investi­ 
gator, have 
been 
accompanying 
Mr, Kelly on the tour and arriv­ 
ed here with him. 
Visit* With Lem mer 
The party was greeted here by 
Peter Legg, state representative, 
and Ole Thorsen of Wells, chair- 
an of the Delta county board of 
supervisors, was 
among 
county 
officials who 
visited 
informally 
with the Kelly party during the 
evening. Several automobile deal­ 
ers also stopped at the hotel Sat­ 
urday night to confer with regard 
to tax problems. 
On arrival Mr. Kelly hunted up 
his former classmate at the Uni­ 
versity of Notre Dame, John A. 
hemmer, superintendent of Esca­ 
naba schools, and watched the last 
half of the Escanaba high school 
tootball game.

“ But,” he said, "the state of 
Michigan is not broke and it is my 
opinion, that when an honest ef­ 
fort is made by any county to 
meet its responsibilities and finds 
it impossible, then it Is the duty 
of the state to come to that coun­ 
t s aid. 
"No one who is unable to work 
and no one who is able to work 
but can not 
find 
employment, 
(hall starve," he said. 
(County board 
members have 
suggested that state aid may have 
to he sought in the Delta county 
•elief program.) 
Mr. Kelly emphasized that this 
Is not a political tour, but has 
neen made in the interest of the 
vehicle tax and 
other 
economy 
plans*. He said that every effort is 
being made to tighten tax collec­ 
tion and that all unnecessary state 
Administration expenses are being 
pared. 
The tour, Mr. Kelly said, was 
made at the suggestion of Upper 
Peninsula legislators. It was the 
first opportunity he had had, he 
said, to see the peninsula thor­ 
oughly.

Slicing 
Michigan’s 
crime bill 
through war on the forger spur­ 
red Michigan State Police in a 
drive started this week. 
The weapon for the extermina­ 
tion, according to Commissioner 
Oscar G. Olander, is simple. 
It 
consists of an inexpensive ink pad 
in every business place. 
Checks 
presented to he cashed would be 
endorsed not only by the custom­ 
ary signature, but by the imprint 
of the thumb after it had been 
pressed lightly on the ink pad. 
Through bankers’ groups and 
merchants’ associations, general 
support for this type of check en­ 
dorsement is being urged, parti­ 
cularly In cases where the person 
is not known to the one being ask­ 
ed to cash the check. 
State police are convinced that 
the public has outgrown an old 
repugnance to fingerprinting be­ 
cause of its initial value in crim­ 
inal identification. 
Public Recognize** Work 
Captain Ira H. Marraon, chief 
of Michigan’s vast identification 
bureau, points to nearly 500,000 
voluntary fingerprint records In 
his bureau as evidence of public 
recognition of this type of identi­ 
fication* usefulness in the civil or 
non-criminal fields. 
Hundreds of 
service clubs, business organiza­ 
tions and similar public groups 
have asked for wholesale finger­ 
printing of their memberships for 
positive identification purposes. 
Captain Marmon believes this 
growing public acceptance will be 
reflected 
in 
willingness to co­ 
operate in the drive to reduce the 
crime bill yearly extracted in the 
state by forgers. 
Tile person 
legitimately pre­ 
senting a check for cash will be 
as willing to imprint his thumb 
print as his signature, Captain 
Marmon believes. The forger will 
rarely consent, but if he does he 
has left his true signature for the 
police, regardless of the name he 
used. 
The average citizen co-operating 
with such positive identification 
is not only protecting 
the 
one 
cashing the check, but is making 
possible 
a 
system 
which 
may 
avert 
serious 
loss for himself 
should a forger attempt to use hiR 
name or some of his lost checks. 
Captain Marmon for years has 
been active in promoting use of 
fingerprints in civil life. 
Thous­ 
ands of wills, contracts and simi­ 
lar documents are today in court 
archives 
with 
fingerprints sup­ 
porting 
signatures 
as 
positiv< 
identification.

not fake the pattern of whorls and 
loops in a fingerprint. 
Heavy Public Expense 
Forgeries cost the public more 
than three million dollars in bad 
checks alone in 1938, according 
to Captain Marmon. 
To this must 
he added, of course, the coat of 
investigating complaints, 
appre­ 
hension, prosecution and deten­ 
tion when caught and convicted. 
The cost is a gigantic sum, indeed. 
"The professional forger is a 
clever criminal, in most cases,” 
the state police officer said. “He 
is usually armed with fake cre­ 
dentials that would convince the 
most 
careful 
hanker. 
He has 
many sets of them, for each time 
he moves, he uses a new name, a 
new 
set 
of 
credentials and in 
many cases even makes changes 
in his personal appearance. 
‘There is just one 
thing 
he 
can’t change— his fingerprints. In 
our files are the prints of hun­ 
dreds of these criminals. 
Leaving 
a thumb print on a check makes 


all his other tricks and creden­ 
tials and disguises valueless. Let 
Michigan business houses adopt 
the system of requiring both a 
signature and a thumb print and 
the professional forger will shun 
Michigan like a plague. 
Like­ 
wise, the amateur will find hts 
freedom short-lived after his first 
bad check. 
The plan constitutes 
a crime deterrent that will keep 
hundreds of young men from go­ 
ing wrong. 
Today, it’s easy to go 
wrong with phony checks that can 
be 
turned 
into cash merely by 
scribbling a fake 
name 
upon 
them.” 
Single Print Enough 
A single print under the pres­ 
ent 
advanced 
development 
of 
identification science, is as good 
as a complete set of prints, Cap­ 
tain Marmon explained. 
His bu­ 
reau several years ago adopted 
the single print system and has a 
file of thousands of known crimi­ 
nals 
under 
this 
system. 
Each 
single print receives its distinct 
classification, 
the 
same as a 
complete set is given an identify­ 
ing 
classification. 
Thus 
the 
smear of a single fingerprint on 
a safe door in a robbery can dis­ 
close an identity as accurately as 
if 
the 
robber 
wrote his name

across the "box" in chalk, Captain 
Marmon declared. 
In addition to the protection 
afforded the public, Captain Mar­ 
raon pointed out that tha police 
would be aided materially in cases 
where the forger met the finger­ 
printing requirement and paased 
a bad check. 
The print not only 
reveals the true identity of the 
forger, but it is practically a sign­ 
ed confession of his guilt in that 
fingerprint evidence is admissable 
in court, and many convictions 
have been obtained on this evi­ 
dence alone. 
“ Remember,” the state police 
officer said in conclusion, "that 
a forger’s credentials are forger­ 
ies.”

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

W a s h in g t o n — The Senate does not know 
it yet, but President Roosevelt has 
j u s t 
violated a trea ty with Great Britain which 
received the hard and fast ratification of 
the Senate. Probably the 
entire 
Senate 
would approve, however. The violation ig 
an in teresting illustrAtion of th e necessity 
of executive discretion in w-artime. 


T he tre a ty Is the barte r a g re em e n t be­ 
tween th e United States and G reat Britain 
w hereby American cotton is traded 
for 
British rubber. The treaty, as ratified by 
the Senate, provides for a 50-50 
division 
of shipping, American 
vessels 
carrying 
one-half of the cotton to E n g la n d and one- 
half of th e ru b b er from Singapore. British 
vessels also carry half the 
cotton 
and 
half th e rubber. 


B u t when w a r broke, A m b as sad o r K e n ­ 
nedy w orke d ou t a plan with the British 
whereby they would carry all of the cot­ 
ton from tho United States to England, 
while American vessels would ca rry all of 
the ru b b e r from Singapore to the United 
States. 


The British proposed this with the idea 
of helping American vessels to avoid the 
risky w a te rs of 
Europe, 
w'here 
British 
ships have naval convoys b ut American 
.ships do not. T he w’aters of the Pacific be­ 
tween S ingapore and the United States, on 
the o th e r hand, are relatively safe. 


Nevertheless the British proposal struck 
a snag in the State D e p a rt m e n t’s legal di­ 
vision, which pointed out th a t this division 
of shipping was in direct violation of tho 
treaty. 
The law wiis th e law, decreed the 
legalists, and American ships would have 
to 
ta k e 
the risk of carrying cotton to 
Great Britain. 


Secretary Hull, ho\vever, decided to take 
the question across the street to the W hite 
House. T h ere the President m ade an im ­ 
mediate decision. He threw' the legal tech­ 
nicalities of the treaty out the window' and 
ruled that American ships would 
keep 
clear of tho w’a r zone. Instead of carrying 
cotton to England they will carry all of 
the British ru b b er from Singapore. 


W ord of this decision was im m ediately 
cabled to London and the British proposal 
was accepted.

They a re neighbors in Palo Alto and e n ­ 
gaged in a friendly conversation, durin g 
the course of which Gros said to the 
ex- 
P re s id e n t: 


“ Mr. Hoover, why d o n ’t you come down 
on th e ca m pus and mingle with the

dents? T h e y ’d like to see m ore of 
you. 
It would be a great thing if you could give 
a series of lectures at the University.’’ 


Mr. Hoover fixed Gros with a glow'erlng 
eye. “ Young man, " he said. “ I’m conduct­ 
ing a crusade ag ain st the New Deal 
and 
the classroom is no forum for t h a t . ”

What Is It Worth? 
O OM KT1M ES olio hoars 
expressions 
of 
^ doubt that th e tourist business means 
much to th e lipper Peninsula and (he rest 
of the Michigan. Those who display this 
skepticism 
are 
inclined 
to 
look 
upon 
m a n u fa c tu rin g 
industries and agriculture 
as offering the only m eans of livelihood 
for a com m unity. 
A special bulletin from th e Upper Pen- 
sula Development P u reau . however, f u rn ­ 
ishes some su rprising 
figures 
regarding 
Michigan’s second industry, obtained from 
a survey by th e federal governm ent 
and 
reports from Michigan State College. The 
bulletin gives th e following .statistics: 
A sum in excess 
of 
$315,000,000 
is 
spent 
an n u a lly 
in Michigan by out-state 
automobile tourists. 
Traffic by railroad, bus. boat and a i r ­ 
plane raises this total to $375,000,000. all 
new money b rought into and spent w ith­ 
in the state. 
Out-state m o to r vehicles pay directly to 
the state over $3,135,000 in gas taxes, of 
which each county gets a share. 
Out-state anglers pay the sta te $242,- 
710.50, and out-state h u n te rs pay the stat* 
$20,355.00 for licenses. 
The tourist 
spends 
$133,000,200 
in 
hotel, resort and overnight cabin accum 
mod at ions. 
The im portance of the tourist industry 
to Michigan farm ers is 
shown 
by 
some 
more interesting figures. O ut-state 
tour­ 
ists pay the farm ers over $1,600,000 
for 
milk alone. They consume millions of dol­ 
lars worth of eggs, butter, meat, potatoes, 
fruits and vegetables. F a r m e r s in 
some 
sections of Michigan would not be able to 
make their livelihood if it were not for the 
tourist market. 
Of course, these are all estimates, 
hut 
through careful checking and rechecking 
those who have conducted the survey of 
the tourist in dustry have gained 
a 
fair 
idea of its economic value to th e 
state. 
One has unix to observe how many busi­ 
ness establishm e nts in Michigan anxious­ 
ly wait for th e coming of the tourist sea 
son to realize how much this business 
is 
appreciated. 


in fact arc ra th e r relieved if chance spares 
them the sight of a buck and the sp o r t­ 
ing obligation of puttin g a bullet th ro u g h 
it.

violated a treaty with G re at Britain which 
received the hard and fast ratification of 
th e Senate. P robably th e 
entire 
Senate 
would approve, however. The violation is 
an inte resting illustration of th e necessity 
of executive discretion in wartime. 
The trea ty is th e b arte r a g re em e n t be­ 
tween the United States and G re at Britain 
w h ereb y American cotton is traded 
for 
British rubber. T h e treaty , as ratified by 
th e Senate, provides for a 50-50 
division 
of shipping, American 
vessels 
c arry in g 
one-half of the cotton to E n g la n d and one- 
half of th e ru b b er from Singapore. British 
vessels also carry half the 
cotton 
and 
half th e rubber. 


B u t when w ar broke, A m b as sa d o r K e n ­ 
nedy w orked out a plan w’ith the British 
w hereby they would ca rry all of th e cot­ 
ton from th e United States to E n g land, 
while American vessels would c a rry all of 
th e ru b b e r from Singapore to th e United 
States. 


The British proposed this with the idea 
of helping American vessels to avoid the 
risky w ate rs of 
E urope, 
w’here 
British 
ships have naval convoys but A m erican 
ships do not. The w a te rs of th e Pacific he­ 
ft wreen Singapore and the United States, on 
the o th e r hand, are relatively safe. 
Nevertheless the British proposal struck 
a snag in the State D e p a r t m e n t ’s legal di­ 
vision, which pointed o u t th a t this division 
of shipping was in direct violation of th o 
treaty. 
The law wras t h e law’, decreed the 
legalists, and A m erican ships would have 
to 
take 
the risk of c arry in g cotton to 
G reat Britain. 
Secretary Hull, howrever, decided to ta ke 
the question across th e stree t to the W h ite 
House. T h e re the P re s id e n t m ade an im ­ 
m e diate decision. He threw* th e legal tech­ 
nicalities of th e tre a ty o u t the window and 
ruled t h a t American ships would 
keep 
clear of the w ar zone. Instead of c arry in g 
cotton to E ngland they will ca rry all of 
the British ru b b er from Singapore.

Old Orchard Farm 


Potatoes Are Stored In Basement 


Old Orchard farm ’s potato crop 
for the season of 1939 is stored 
in the basement of the farm house 
with a yield of slightly better than 
2 50 bushels per acre of as fine tu­ 
bers ever taken out of the ground 
in any season. 
A 
total 
of 
626 
bushels of potatoes were harvest­ 
ed from two and a half acres by 
four men and two boys in a little 
oxen two days. 
While the potato yield for this 
season at Old Orchard wras under 
th a t of 1938, It is about the best: 
reported on a Flat Rock farm for 
this season. Last season ten acres 
of potatoes at Old Orchard return­ 
ed a yield 
of 
323 
bushels per 
acre. An unusually dry season Is 
credited with causing the reduced 
per acre yield this season, but a 
better price for potatoes this fall, 
than a year ago, may actually net 
the growers 
approximately 
the 
sam e amount of money 
as 
last 
year. 
As evidence of the short seed 
potato crop this season, 40 bush­ 
els were sold at Old Orchard (lur­ 
ing digging for OO cents per bush­ 
el. All of Old Orchard’s potatoes 
were grown as certified seed and 
the bulk of the crop will remain 
stored until next spring and sold 
for seed at that time. 
Potato Field Raked 
As soon as the potatoes xvoro 
out of the ground the work of 
raking the field 
with 
a 
horse 
drawn dump rake was started and 
before night all of the tops and 
weeds in the field had been burn­ 
ed. As there 
was 
some 
quack 
grass left in the potato rows the 
f a r m ’s quack puller and the trac­ 
tor went into tin* field and it was 
carefully gone over both the long 
and short ways. The quack grass 
roots were then raked into win-f 
drows and hauled from the field. 
The former potato 
ground 
was 
then given a heavy application of 
barnyard fertilizer and if weather 
conditions are favorable tin* trac­ 
tor plow will be started 
in 
the 
field immediately. 
The next farm activity at Old 
Orchard will be centered in har­ 
vesting sugar beets and husking 
corn. While the 
beets 
are 
still 
green and growing they must be 
harvested upon the order of the 
sugar factory’s representative. 
A 
portion of tho crop on Ray Bar­ 
ro n ’s farm, nearby, m r s harvested 
last week and it 
is 
considered 
likely that tho Mexican beet top­ 
pers Mill be moved to Old Orchard 
as soon as tin' work is completed 
at ttio Barron farm. 
D o m ll n s k i u g Next 
Corn husking will be forced on 
the farm crew at Old Orchard ast 
soon as time can he spared tor 
that work, as great flocks of crac­ 
kles. or Cow Birds. ai‘e feeding on 
the unhusked corn and ii any one 
thinks that hundreds of grackles 


cannot damage 
a 
corn 
field, a 
walk through the 
corn 
will 
be 
quite convincing. When the husks 
can be pulled aside ear after ear 
of corn in the field has already 
been stripped of its kernels and 
as the flock of birds seem to in­ 
crease daily, as word is sent out 
to all the grackles in the country 
that there is some grand feed out 
at Old Orchard. A grackle is con­ 
siderably larger than a red winged 
blackbird and 
also 
considerably 
smaller than a crow, but they can 
swallow a kernel of corn like no­ 
body’s business. They are known 
as enemies of the songbirds com­ 
mon to this section and during 
the summer season can frequently 
be found robbing 
the 
nests 
of 
robins, meadow larks 
arid 
other 
birds, of their eggs. A shot gun is 
kept in a spot close to the corn­ 
field and whenever a member of 
the farm crew sees the birds in 
the field, a shot Is fired into the 
flock, to scare them 
away. 
But 
they are 
getting 
accustomed to 
feeding under fire and unless the 
explosion is close to them, they 
remain calmly feeding until real 
danger threatens. 
Old Rill to Move 
Old Bill, the 
ram, 
who 
has 
headed Old Orchard’s sheep herd 
for the past two years, has found 
a new home and will be moved to 
the farm of Forest D. Wells, at 
Dowers, this week. Unquestionably 
he is one of the finest rams ever 
brought to the peninsula and he 
will leave some doting friends out 
at Old Orchard when he moves to 
his new home. 
Old Orchard’s drove of pigs, be­ 
ing fattened for the market, have 
now put in their first 
week 
of 
fairly heavy corn feeding. In order 
that they may clean up thorough­ 
ly all the corn throwm to them, 
they are fed a small amount sev­ 
eral times during the day. A wa­ 
gon has been moved to the hog 
lot and “ jerked” corn is kept pil­ 
ed in the box, to 
make 
feeding 
easy and it doesn’t seem to make 
the pigs at all mad 
when 
they 
can lie in the shade of the wagon 
and just munch corn. 
Most of the pigs in the drove 
are a mongrel lot, who will con­ 
s u m e a lot of corn 
before 
they 
are fattened, hut next year Old Or­ 
chard Mill produce its own pigs 
for fattening and 
judging 
from 
(he present size of the three Ohio 
Improved Chesters, brought from 
Ohio last, 
spring 
to 
form 
the 
farm's foundation breeding stock 
and the size of the nondescripts, 
it will be a far easier job to turn 
out fine pork next season.

W h a t makes the leaves change 
fro m green lo yellow. 
red 
or 
b ro w n in the fall? Some say i t ’s 
th e frost but the U. 
S. 
Forest 
Service says it’s not and adds th a t 
so m e leaves tu rn color before the 
frost occurs. 
W hen 
fall 
comes 
chcmical changes ta k e 
place 
in 
th e leaf cause the change in color. 


T h e chlorophyll in th e leaves, 
w hich is green, breaks down and 
n o th in g remains in the cell cavi­ 
ties except a w atery substance, a 
few oil 
globules 
and 
crystals. 
Those substances account for 
th e 
yellows so common 
d u rin g 
the 
a u t u m n . But it 
often 
hap p e n s 
t h a t tho food factory in the leaf 
is over supplied with su g a r which 
c a n n o t bo readily tra n s fe rre d back 
lo t h e tree. 
W hen this situation 
occurs the sugar 
combines with 
o t h e r substances in th e leaf and 
th e result is Indicated 
by 
th e 
sh a d e s of red and brown. 


W h e n 
the leaves ch a n g e color 
in th e fall the tree is 
prep arin g 
for winter. All 
s u m m e r 
green 
chlorophyll bodies have been m a k ­ 
ing food for th e tree by co m b in ­ 
ing carbon taken from th e 
c a r ­ 
bonic acid gas of the 
air, 
with 
hydrogen, oxygen 
and 
j’arious 
m ine rals in th e w ater absorbed 
by th e roots. W h e n fall comes tho 
w o rk of th e leaves g radually alow 
d o w n and finally comes lo an end. 
At th o point w here the stem of 
th o leaf is attac h ed to the 
tree a 
special layer of cells 
is 
form ed 
w hich gradually severs th e tissues 
t h a t support the leaf, independ­ 
en tly of the frost. 
N a tu re heals 
t h e cut so that when 
tho 
wind 
blows the leaf from th e tree, or it 
falls from its own 
weight, 
the 
place where ii grew on tho tw ig is 
m a r k e d by a scar. 


Leaves fertilize th«* soil. 
Tho 
black rich loam of th e forest 
is 
rich in h u m u s and the decaying 
leaves re tu r n large a m o u n ts 
of 
n itro g en and phosphorous which 
w e re once part of the soil. 
B u t 
w h e n tho leaves burn th e process 
is reversed. The action 
of 
tho 
h e a t changes tho fertilizing 
ele­ 
m e n t s into gases which es<;ape In­ 
to th o air. Preventing forest fires 
saves soil.

Ask Adequate Funds 
In 
Iron M ountain Friday the 
teachers adopted resolutions urg­ 
ing enactm ent of legislation 
to 
provide adequate funds for Mich­ 
igan schools. The resolutions fol­ 
low : 
W hereas, plans for state aid for 
schools to supplem ent local reve­ 
nue have become necessary in or­ 
der to m aintain a minim um pro­ 
gram of education in 
Michigan 
and. 
W hereas, 
this 
state aid has 
been inadequate in the past and, 
W hereas, 
the 
late 
Governor 
Fitzgerald had 
promised 
after 
careful 
study 
that 
Michigan 
schools would be given at 
least 
$45,000,000 in state aid annually, 
and. 
W hereas, he was elected to of­ 
fice with such a pledge as an im­ 
portant issue during 
his 
cam­ 
paign, and. 
W hereas, the 1929 legislature 
appropriated only $39,000,000 in 
state aid, including the

Why Trees Change 
Colors Explained 


W hat makes the leaves change 
from green to yellow, 
red 
or 
brown in the fall? Some say it ’s 
the frost but the U. 
S. 
Forest 
Service says it’s not and adds th a t 
some leaves turn color before the 
frost occurs. 
W hen 
fall 
comes 
chemical changes take 
place 
in 
the leaf cause the change in color. 
The chlorophyll in the leaves, 
which is green, breaks down and 
nothing rem ains in the cell cavi­ 
ties except a watery substance, a 
few oil 
globules 
and 
crystals. 
These substances account for 
the 
yellow's so common 
during 
the 
autum n. But it 
often 
happens 
that the food factory in the leaf 
is over supplied with sugar which 
cannot be readily transferred back 
to the tree. 
When this situation 
occurs the sugar 
combines with 
other substances in the leaf and

chlorophyll bodies have been m ak­ 
ing food for the tree by com bin­ 
ing carbon taken from the 
c a r­ 
bonic. acid gas of the 
air, 
with 
hydrogen, oxygen 
and 
carious 
minerals in the water absorbed 
by the roots. WThen fall comes the 
work of the leaves gradually slow­ 
down and finally comes to an end. 
At th e point where the stem of 
the leaf is attached to the 
tree a 
special layer of cells 
is 
form ed 
which gradually severs the tissues 
that support the leaf, independ­ 
ently of the frost. 
N ature heals 
the cut so that when 
the 
wind 
blow’s the leaf from the tree, or it 
falls from its own 
weight, 
the 
place where it grew on the twig is 
m arked by a scar. 
Leaves fertilize the soil. 
The 
black rich loam of the forest 
is 
rich in hum us and the decaying 
leaves re tu rn large am ounts 
of 
nitrogen and phosphorous w'hich 
were once part of the soil. 
B ut 
when the leaves burn the process 
is reversed. The action 
of 
the 
heat changes the fertilizing 
ele­ 
ments into gases w'hich escape in­ 
to th e air. Preventing forest fires 
saves soil.

w ea th er and are a m o n g lh*' e a r l ­ 
iest of the g a m e w a t e r fowl to fly 
south each fall. 
T hey generally 
are from fourteen to sixteen inch­ 
es in length and flash 
a 
speed 
which m akes th em a difficult t a r ­ 
get for any but th e experts. 
Many consider the teal the fast­ 
est of all the ducks a n d his flying 
speed is rated at from eighty to 
one h u n d red miles an h o u r when 
he wends his 
way 
so u th w a rd . 
With a high wind favoring him it 
ta k es a veteran to catch him with 
a load of shot. 
The teal isn’t a very cautious 
duck an d takes more chances with 
the h u n te rs than m a n y 
of 
his 
slower kin. 
He places his r e ­ 
liance upon speed to extricate bim 
from an y d an g e r lie may meet. He 
is most unsuspicious and cannot 
b*' classed as one of th*' clever 
birds, 
lf he c o u ld n ’t tu rn on th e 
speed so neatly he would have a 
had tim e evadin g th e fall spo rts­ 
men.

In case paraffin should catch fire, 
sm other it with a rug or heavy 
garm ent.

Electric appliance cords should 
never be used when they become 
worn or frayed.

One has only to observe how many busi- 
ness establishments in Michigan anvious- 
ly wait for the coming- of the tourist sea- 
son to realize how much this business is 
appreciated.

A REPORT issued by the department of 
" the interior, enutled The Problem of 
Alaska Development, and a summary of a 
recent geological and agricultural survey 
of Alaska, have served to call attention to 
still undeveloped riches in America's Arc- 
tic area. 


Alaska was bought by the United Slates 


from Russia for little more than $7.000,- 


000. 
For many years, the vast territory re- 


mained unexplored, a possession 
lucked 


away in the pockets of the 
Washington 


bureaus. The Klondike gold craze called 
!be world's attention to 
this 
northwest 


corner of the Western Hemisphere from 
which it is only a hop. skip and jump to 
thf» other half of the globe. 
In the last 


half century. Alaska has produced more 
than half a billion dollars in gold, more 
than a billion dollars in fish and millions 
of dollars in other resources. The newest 
development of the imprest in Alaska as 
a national treasure chest is the belief of 
those who look to Alaska as a potentially 
rich agricultural area. 


The hardships of the north country arc 


so great that ?o far few families have ven- 
tured to exist on the soil of Alaska, most 
of th<nn in the government-owned Mata- 
ntieka Valley Colony. Transportation faci- 
lities aro meager and the ripors 
of 
the 


•winter climatp offer a stern challenge 
to 


the hardiest. The farm season is short, but 
the resources of the soil have been declar- 
ed to be fo abundant as 10 furnish a liv- 
ing for many who seek a refuse. 


The cold supply eventually will peier 


out. br.t there aro otlu-r enormous stores 
of valuable minerals in A l a s k a - - t i n , man- 
ganese and others which extensive geologi- 
cal surveys are expected to rt^ral. 
Pres- 


ent conservation policies are expected 
to 


result in an expanding supply o fish so as 
to maintain the present supply indenitfly. 
Another important production item is furs, 
and tbf-rc- is a still unc-xploited field with 
great potential value- timber. It has been 
estimated that Alaska could supply one- 
third of tbf newsprint used in ihe United 
Slates, at the present rate- of consumption, 
almost indefinitely with no marked deple- 
tion oi forests.

Michigan's Highest Lake 


A1LIES and weeklies around the state 
are commenting freely on the discovery 


of a heretofore unmapped.lake about two 
miles long in the Porcupine 
Mountains, 


said to be even higher in elevation than 
the famous Lake of the Clouds which has 
been for years a favorite tourist objective 
in Ontonagon county. 


The new lake was found by a pilot on 


a reconnaissance trip for the Abrams Aer- 
ial Survey of .Lansing. It has never been, 
recorded as far as known on any map. and 
there are no roads leading to it. The pilot 
saw two small streams running into the 
lake, but nothing has been said about a 
possible outlet. 


It is certain that this mysterious body 


of water will be investigated soon by local 
residents, and it would be strange indeed 
if human feet and eyes had never before 
rested on its site. The Porcupines 
have 


been thoroughly searched for copper and 
silver as far as the surface is concerned, 
and perhap.s the explanation of the pres- 
ent discovery is that in years

by 


(hero was no lake on the spot. 
Given 
a 


partially hind-locked depression away out 
in tho hills, and a season or two of great-

Washington—The Senate does not know 


it' yet. but President Roosevelt has just 
violated a treaty with Great Britain which 
received the hard and fast ratification of 
the Senate. Probably the 
entire Senate 


would approve, however. The violation is 
an interesting illustration of the necessity 
of executive discretion in wartime. 


The treaty is the barter agreement be- 


tween the United States and Great Britain 
whereby American cotton is traded 
for 


British rubber. The treaty, as ratified by 
the Senate, provides for a 50-50 
division 


of shipping, American 
vessels 
carrying 


one-half of the cotton to England and one- 
half of the rubber from Singapore. British 
vessels also carry half the 
cotton 
and 


half the rubber. 


But when war broke, Ambassador Ken- 


nedy worked out a plan with the British 
whereby they would carry all of the cot- 
ton from the United States to England, 
while American vessels would carry all of 
the rubber from Singapore to the United 
States. 


The British proposed this with the idea 


of helping American vessels to avoid the 
risky waters of Europe, 
where 
British 


ships have naval convoys but American 
ships do not. The waters of the Pacific be- 
'tween Singapore and the United States, on 
the other hand, are relatively safe. 


Nevertheless the British proposal struck 


a snag in the State Department's legal di- 
vision, which pointed out that this division 
of shipping was in direct violation of the 
treaty. The law was the law, decreed the 
legalists, and American ships would have 
to 
take 
the risk of carrying cotton to 


Great Britain. 


Secretary Hull, however, decided to take 


the question across the street to the White 
House. There the President made an im- 
mediate decision. He threw the legal tech- 
nicalities of the treaty out the window and 
ruled that American ships would 
keep 


clear of the war zone. Instead of carrying 
cotton to England they will carry all of 
the British rubber from Singapore. 


Word of this decision was immediately 


cabled to London and the British proposal 
was accepted.
